They In 
cluded Paul-Louis Weil'cr, a leading aero engine 
manufacturer, and plane manufacturer Emile 
woitine. But the Vichy authorities feared that the 
Germans might try to lay hands on these valuable 
prisoners in order to deport them to Ger or 
to make them work for the Luftwaffe. So Bloch 
and his companions were moved from Pellevoisin in 
cecupied France to the so-called ‘Free Zone” which 
was administered by Vichy. There they were placed 
under house arrest. 

During France’s brief air war Bloch had fought 
a losing battle of his own against the inefficlency 
of the Air Ministry and the Air Force. Acting 
under orders from ‘the Soviet Union, which 
allied itself with Germany to invade and partition 
Poland in September 1939, Communist saboteurs 
wrecked his planes at the air force depot at Ro 
marantin where they were awaiting delivery to 
squadrons.

“In those days, the big problem was 
to produce enough fruits and vegeta- 
bles and to keep them from spoiling. 
Nobody dreamed of research to store 
fruits and vegetables during the 
off-season.” That came later, when 
Israeli farmers produced more than 
they could sell during the season, 
This 18. the physiological side of the 
coin. 

“After you pick a fruit or vege- 
table, it Is still alive. But it can live 
only as long as ita Inner resources 
hold out. It loses water, vitaming; 
its chemical content changes — all 
these bring death nearer, We have 
to slow down this process lf we 
want to be able to store the fruit or 
vegetable for later use.” 

This 1s done by creating a “false 
environment”: cooling to a tempera- 
ture which will slow down the “ag- 
Ing process," and creating artific:al 
air conditions with less oxygen and 
more carbon dioxide, and different 
relative humidity.
